Fuji during a different season of 
the year. The 2 yen brown is an 
Autumn view, the 8y yellow 
green, in the Summer season, the 
14y red, during Spring and the 
24y blue in Winter. 

Printing was by the photo- 
gravure process, and the size of 
the stamps is the same as pre- 
vious Park sets. 

The various views of Mt. Fuji 
used for the designs were adapted 








from pictures taken by the noted 
Japanese photographer, Koyo Ok- 
ada. The scenes are very similar 
to the ones used for the Fuji-Hak- 
one Park set of 1936 for which the 
same photographs were used. 
The present views are adapta- 
tions made from a different angle 





of the original pictures. 

Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the 
two towns of Japan which will be | 
long remembered as_ the ones | 
chosen for the first and second | 
atom bombs, are going to have | 
commemorative stamps which will | 
bring attention to their place in}

On August 6, Hiroshima is to} 
be dedicated as a Peace Town. To 
mark the occasion, an 8 yen red 
stamp will be issued. 

On August 9, Nagasaki will be 
dedicated as the town to Promote | 
International Civilization. It too 
will have an 8 yen stamp, but in 
green. 

Details of the designs were not 
released.

Philippines, Panama 
Ausiralia UPU Sets 


Another three nations have ane 
nounced their intentions of 
suing stamps or sets of stamps for 
the 75th anniversary of the Unie 
versal Postal Union 

The three are Australia, Philip- 
pines and Panama. 

Australia will have a 312d value

First day of issue will be the 
same as that of the other members 
of the British Commonwealth, 
October 10. 

Panama will take the easy and 
cheaper way out in the prep- 
aration of its UPU set. How cheap 
this short cut will be for collect- 
ors is yet to be seen since that 
nation plans an eight value set 

It will be made by overprint- 
ing current stamps with the leg- 
end, “1874—U. P. U.—1949.” 

The Phillippines will produce 
and issue on October 9 three 
stamps and a souvenir sheet, the 
first country to include a souvenit 
sheet in a series, 

Design for the stamps will be 
common to all three. It will be 
very similar to the design used 
on the 10c value of the Swiss UPU 
issue of May 16. The Philippine 


design is to show more of 
statue used for the Swiss stamp 
including the reclining figure of 
the woman at the base. 

The statue is located near the 
building of the Universal Postal 
Union in Berne Switzerland 

Values and the colors of the 
stamps, each of which will have a 
printing of five million is 4e 
green, 6c violet and 18c blue. They 
will appear in a horizontal fore 
mat.

(Continued from page 1) 








to Boston this August. Not the 
least is the chance to see Boston 
itself. For historic Boston is un- 
ique among American cities and 
is said to have an old-world 
charm which can be paralleled 
only by sections of Old London. 

In Boston one can see Massa- 
chusetts’ stately gold-domed State 
House designed by Charles Bul- 
finch, one of the greatest and one 
of the earliest of American archi- 
tects. A few blocks away is the 
Old Statehouse—now used as an 
historical museum—situated a 
stone’s throw from the site of the 
Boston Massacre. 

The list of fascinating places 
to visit in Boston is too long to 
be enumerated here. To men- 
tion only a few, there is Faneuil 
Hall, renowned as “The Birth- 
place of American Liberty” and 
the home of Paul Revere and the 
Old North church where the lan- 
terns were hung to signal Revere 
on his way on his history-making 
ride. Then there is Boston’s color- 
ful and picturesque waterfront 
with its hundreds of gay-hued 
fishing boats. 

And of course, there’s Beacon 
Hill with it’s graceful colonial 
mansions which are still the 
homes of proud old Boston fam- 
ilies. 

A delightful feature of the con- 
vention is the many trips and en- 
tertainments which have been ar- 
ranged. On Tuesday, the open- 
jing day, it will be possible to take 
|a conducted tour of Boston’s most 
j}important historic landmarks. A 
|highlight of this trip will be a
